The prosperity of u port like Shanghai very 
much depends upon the docks, docking and 
wharfaye facibties it can offer veayels, and al- 
though Shanghai possesses sufficient docks to 
more than do ull the work necessary, the wharf 
and godown accomunodation meguites extensive 
enlargement. . 

Commencing with the Ponturt ‘side; the 
Tung-kah-doo Wharf, recently built by ‘the 
Shanghai and Hongkew \* barf Co., is in itself 
excellent, but of little use tothe port dwing' to 
its being so far away from the centre of trade, 
‘too far off for coust work and its approach is 
too dangerous for over sea, heavily laden 
steamers-to puss through the great number of 
junks and native bouts moored alungside the 
native bund; but more about this later on. 

The Chang-Ka-Pang Wharf, owned by Chin- 
ese, with Messrs, Melchers & Co, as agents, 
is well built witha deep water frontage of 8¢0 
fi. while adjoining it is the’ Osaka Shosen 
Kaisha with about 630 ft. deep water frontage.

The boycott. of American goods by the! 
Chinese merchants at Shanghai commenced’ 
on the goth inst., according to a northern:

Educational Association of Sungkiang have 
voluntarily “bound themselves not to pur-, 
chase or use anything coming from the. 
United States. Surely this action will bring 
the American Government to a. realisation:

of the Chinese Exclusion: Treaty, Tseng 
Taotai, who is chairman of the Committee 
in charge of matters relating to the boycott, 
had. an interview with Consul-General 
Rodgers and in the course of the discus- 
sion Tseng Taotai said: “ Every one has 
the liberty and right to stop. purchasing 
goods of American manufactute if he or she 
wishes to do so. Not only is it impossible 
for your honourable country to interfere 
with our liberty in ‘this ‘matter, but even our: 
own Government ‘cannot ‘coerce its people 
into buying any special goods if they do not 
care to do so.” Another very significant re- 
mask-was ‘made by the Chinese official. He 
said-——“Wheft our Government proves itself 
unable ‘to “protest then the people must rise: 
to do so.” And on this oceaston ‘they have 
risen and taken such action as doubtless 
has amazed even the lethargic Chinese 
Government.

Inspector Langley at once 
arrested Kirkland, and brought him ashore, send- 
ing Polson to the Government Civil Hospital.

ant to the complainant, and went on to-corro- 
borate tho evidence of the last witness: and 
added that a great many things were stolen 
besides those already enumerated. Fe knew 
of his own knowledge that all the silver jewel 
lery was stolen, because as soon as the robbers 
left he went to the shelf, where he had seen the 
Jewels just before he went to bed, and found 
them all gone. He heard firing outside tho 
house, and looked out through the bars and 
saw 13.0¢ 14 men with arms, torches and masks. 

He recognized one.of the men because he 
afterwards took off his mask. He recognized 
him becatise he had frequently seen him pays 
by the shop, for the past three or four years. 
That man was Yuen To, That is Yuen To 
(pointing to the man in the dock). = * - 

Cross-examined by Mr, Thomson, witness 
said he lefi the.shop on the 2gth of July, four 
days after the robbery. He left because every- 
thing had. been stolen, There was a door 
between the shop and the street. It was not 
locked; it was bolted by two bolts. The rob- 
bers prized the door from the bottom, He saw 
that after they had gone by-the marks. Thir- 
teen or fourteen men went into the shop, Three 
men had masks on, but they all (aok them off 
before they left. He could not recognize any. of 
the others."- Chung Wa used to sleep on the 
counter, . The ‘accountant’s room was about 
12 feet square and*had (wo beds in it, and 
several boxes. None of the jewellery was 
kept in his room, “ome of it was kept on 
the shelf mentioned and some in the cupboard 
iunder the counter. The sound of firing he 
heard came from outside, and was mado by the. 

olice. tie did not see any of them that night. 

They did not catch anybody, Yuen To was 
very well known in the village. After the 
robbery Yuen To came to Hongkong. He 
thought so because he disappeared from the 
village after the robbery. Witness next saw 
Yuen To to-day only. The Elders sent wit 
ness out af the village with reference to this 
case, but he was not wil ing tocome, Chan Wa 
reported all nbout the case to the Elders, but 
they did not tell him Yuen To was one of the 
robbers, The Elders went to the Tung Foo 
Magistrate,and the lattee sent a policeman to 
take witness to. Hongkong, and he was handed 
over by himto Chan Tai, one of the Elders 
who was in Hongkong, The police who 
brought witness down to Hongkong told him 
that Yuen To had been arrested and witness 
was to come down and give evidence against 
him, as witness was employed in the burgled 
shop. The police did not tell him what he

Lai Yut Ming said he was a priest, living at 
Causeway Bay. On. the night in question he 
was-walkiog to Shaukiwan, when he saw a boat 
row in towards the, shore, and went towards it 
toengage itto take him to, Shaukiwan, and 
when he got near.ho saw three men land from 
it, and run towards the road, leaving no one in 
the boat, He noticed the three men. : The 
defendant was one of those three men. It was 
a bright moonlight night and he could see his 
face quite clearly. Witness picked out the 
soe from among twelvé others all dressed 
alike : 

The case was adjourned until to-morrow.

RARTHQUAKES AT MACAO.

24'h inst. 
A serine of earthquake shocks, which lasted 
. for some seconds on each orcasion, created 
Considerible xmodnt of alarm at Macao yestere 
day, The firt seismic disturbance was, (elt 
about ten o'clock in thie forenoon and during 
the day there were several shocks. Although, 
fortunnlely none was.of a very. severe charac: 
ter. Abont four o'clock ia the morning another 
shock was experi’ ed, the worst that had 
parsed over the Coway during the day. It'was 
long continued and scemeil ta be of a threaten- 
ing character. In every house articles of 
crockery were clattering on the’ shelves while 
the resident» were undergoing a most’ ai 
plensant sensition, Su far itis believed that 
No Gamages of any serious Aature was caused, 
but the people of Macao are earnestly trusting 
that the earthquakes huve passed for good, © 
oa 2gsh inst. 
The seismi: disturbance which occurred at 
24Macao on sunday and Monday moriing, as re- 
portedin our list issue, continued, with intervals, 
throughout thecsy yesterday, The latest report 
to hand this forenoon from the neighbouring 
“Colony states that a severe shock, accompanied 
"by aloud rumbling noise, as of a distant peel 
of thunder, was fell between eleven and twelve 
‘o'clock in tha forenaon. ‘The vibrations were 
the most prolonged ‘that have been felt since 
the first shock on Sunday morning. Photo 
* frames, vases and other ornaments in houses 
on.the Praia Grande were thrown down from 
tables and stands, su severe and continued was 
the shock, The hen throughout the day was 
intense, and at nivht there were vivid flashes

by the Director of Pubic Works, Mr. A, Abreu 
Nones, and by the Executive Council of Gov. 
ernment strongly reconimended for adoption by 


the Central Gavernment in Lisbon, When |° 


the project nod the report reached Portugal it 
received the same, fale that many ot its pre- 
decessors had done. [tt was snelved. tt 
-pppears,now that, thanks to the energy of the

into execution. We are informed on the best

The long length of foreshore to be reclaimed 
Includes all that portion from the present end 
of Prain Grande ot the foot of the hill, where’ 
stands the Boi Vista Hotel, right alony as tar 
as the western extremity of Macao in Batra 
Fort.. The work should not be difficult of 
accomplishment. Jha water is shallow within 
the boundaries of the proposed reclamation, 
An important consideration is that earth for 
filling to is obtainable within dasy reach of the 
sea by cutting down the hill at the back of the 
hotel und removing the Ittle insanitery district 
inhabited by the people supplying the labour 
for the cracker factory in Tanque Mainato, 

When completed this reclaimation will afford 
f continuous spacious esplanade. from the 
Public Gardens at the-one end tothe Barra 
Fort at the other, [t will add considerably to 
the limited building arca along the waterfront 
in Macao, and sonie excellent residential sites 
will be available with frontage to thesea, .

THE LATE KEV. A. G. JONES. |

The Rev, A. G,’ Jones, whose sad ‘death, 
through the fall of a temple on Taishan, was an- 
nounced in our iisue of the 18th inst., was the. 
senior missionary in Shantuna of the, English 
Haptist Missionary Society. He was horn in 
ireland and had been in China some 28 years, 
having arrived to be Dr. Timothy Kichard’s only 
colleague at the beginning of the great famine 
in North Chira,. When Dr. Richard went. to 
distribute famine relief in Shansi, Mr. Jones 


‘was left alone in charge.of the work at Ching- 


choufu, having then been only some nine 
monthsin the country. He lived to see the. 
little church of60 grow to a membershio of 
over 4,000, and largely through his efforts 
the sta! of. the Mission. was increased 
to fourteen or fifteen men. At. the. begin- 
ning of his missionary career he ‘was 
engaged as xrtat deal in evangelistic work 
and personally opened up new districts, 


but for many years past his main strength was 


put into theological teaching.. No missionary 
was ever more entirely devoted to his work, 
Large powers of mind; wide experience of 


nen; deep reading in foreign and Chinese 


Mterature ; unusual organising ability, with a 
remarkably devout and earnest spiritual life; 
made bim a missionary of uncommon power, 
Not by years alone, but by force of character, 
experience and wisdom, he was leader in the 
Mission, « If he were fess known than he 
destived to be.away from his awn district, it 
was wecause he always preferred hard work at 
home to ruaning about and talking ; bot all 
who met him knew that he was an uncommon 
type of man, and those who knew him most 
initinately admired him most and trusted hint

He’ sacrificed large business interests in 
England: that’ he might ‘stay and work i 
China Mes. Jones, with his only ‘on, went 
to England in the spring to altend to the educ- 
ution. of their, twa daughters already there. 
Mr. Jones left Chingchoufu about a month ago 
carrying with him plenty of work, inleoding to 
spend the ‘summer in Taishan, preparioy for 
the press the theological work on which he had 
already been engaged some years, Though he

Consul-General Rodgers, took place on ‘I huts- 
day, the 2oth instant, a report of which in the 
shape of letter from Tseng Taolai appeared 
in the Sintudupao yesterday morning, a portion 
of which we translate. 

After stating that he had been called on im- 
portant business to Chiating (Kahding) an the 
esth ingt, Tséng Taatai said that he received, 
while there, on the 14th und ath inat,, dis. 
patches respectively from the U. 5. Consul- 
General; Yuan Taotai, of Shanghai; the 
Optimus, Mr. Chang Chien and Taotai Sze 
Tse-ying, head of the Executive Committee of 
the Silk Guild, all of whom earnesily exhorted 
him to return at once to Shanghai, Accordingly 
on the ith he (Tséog) returned to this port. 
On both the 18th and the toth inst. he wrote to 
the U. S, Consul-General to arrange jfor an 
interviow, but Mr, Rodgers, owing to being 
occtipied with other important business in the 
morning and he himse)f, having engagements 
in the afternoon, there was no interview unlil 
the aoth instant, “Mr. Rodgers usked me,” 
states Teéng. Taotai, “ whether I had seen his 
letter to Yuan Taotai, to which I replied 
in the affirmative.’ £ also stated that I had 
seen the telegram which Yuan Taotai had sent 
to Minister Rockhill, in Peking. Mr. Rodgers 
then asked me whether I remembered. our 
interviews both in this Consulate and at the 
Chew Garden, in which we had conferred on 
the question of waiting slx moriths before 
doing anything more in the matter,” To this I 
replied that (remembered that we pave two 
months (o arrange. matters in when you said 
Uhat you wanted six months, This however we 
atonce relused:to do. Mr, Rodgers then aid 
that this was ‘not she time to deal with the 
matier ‘in hand since the U.S. Congress would 
not assemble until’ November ‘next, We 

replied that circumstances altered cases. As 
for instunce two months ago that day, there 
was an interview between ourselves.’ ‘That day 
was a Sunday, a day in which [I never did 
chusness, but owing lo the great importance of 
the impending crisis J broke my strict rule of 
life and attended the meeting, Indeed, t dared: 
not do otherwise than attend at ‘your invitation, 
Again, for instance, ifsome Power were to make 
a descent on the Philippine Islands for the pur- 
pose of seizing thém, and that at atime when 
Congress had not yet ‘assembied, would you 
wast until Congress had assembled to decide 
matters, or would you nat at once send irons 
and warships to oppose the invaders? Mr.’ 
Rodgers replied that this was a case of

with arranging a treaty. Yes,!"I replied,

Ytoqe0o, ‘The Russo-Chinese . Bank alsa 
sued Chan Yung-tu .for the recovery of 
Y$0,0c0 on a promissory note. On the 13th 
instant a compromise was.effected in ‘Tokio, 
when it was agreed between the parties con- 
cerned that all actions now pending would-be 
withdrawn and all che claims against each other 
relinquished. ‘The agreement was made in 
Enghish, duly signed, and at the instance af Mr.

THE OSAKA STABBING CASE.

REASONS: OF THE COURT. . 


Considerable: attention was aroused some 


weeks, ago, says at the Jipan CAronicée, by the: 


sentence passed upon a coolie named Kato 
Chojito, who stabbed Mr, Ruegenberg, the 
assistant engineer of the Osaka Gas Company, 
the knife narrowly escaping a vital part. For 
this crime the coolie was sentenced to ini- 
risonment for a tern of fifteen days with 
abour, The sentence appeared lenient when 
contrasted wilh the offence, and seems to have 
encotiraged the -coolies to cuntinue their 
Menaces against Mr, Ruegenbery, who, after 
receiving many threats, wis’ compelled to 
leave the country, and has tow tefumed.to 
America, In view of this latter circumstance 


’) we have apptied for and obtained a copy of the 


jadicial decision given, with a view of learning 
the reasons advanced for the leniency shuwn 
towards Mr. Ruegenbery's assailant. 


We find that the judgement, after briefly | 


‘summing up the facts ol.the case quoted in the 
decision of the preliminary examination, points 
out that in the proceedings of the public trial 
the prisoner admitted that he had injured Mr. 
Ruegenberg, but pleadet that he had’ no ine 
tention of committing the crime and that the 
act had been done in a fit of temporary 
insanity ita which be was driven by 
extreme anger al the sight of his benefac- 
tor, bne «Morita riroji, lying’ prostrate 
and unconscious, (This was: the man whom 
Mr. Rucgenberg knocked down when he 
was setupon by the coolies.} ‘The prisoner, 
however, made a statement in the first prelimin- 
ary examinativn tothe effect that he was ex. 
ceedingly angry to hear that his benefactor bad 
heen rendered unconscious and drew a knife 
he always carried with him and cutat Ruegen- 
berg, but that he had no intention of- commit: 
ting murder, ‘From this statement, says the 
judgement, .it is evident that the prisoner 
attacked Ruegenberg with the intention of as- 
saulting him, in order to avenge the rough 
treatment received by his benefactor. The 
facts of the case mentioned are sufficiently ‘es- 
tablished fruin further evidence.—namely, the 
statement of Yokota Chukichi in the prelimi- 
nary examination that he’ was surprised to ‘see 
Marita knacked down and attempted_to stop 
Ruegenberg, who was about to beat Morita 
again, when Kato (the prisoner) rushed up and 
stabbed Ruegenberg in the back ; the statement 
of Ruegenberg that he was surrounded and 
beaten by a large number of workmen, and 
Seizing a piece of wood (maruta) lying near 
was defending himself against his a¥satlants 
when hé was stabbed by a man unknown in 
the back, and that he has recovered from his 
wound and enabled to attend his office from 
May 8th, but the. wound was not yet enlitely 
healed; the medical report of Dr. Otani regard- 
ing the injury of Ruegenberg, in which the 
doctor declared that the wound made it neces- 
sary for Ruegenbery ta. give.up his work fora 
fortnight; and, finally, the blood-stained knife, 
which was seized, a 

In considering the law, the Court finds that 
the action of the prisoner comes under Clause 
2 of Article jor of the Criminal Code, bul as 
extenuating circumstances exist in the the case 
in favour of the prisoner (the Court dues 
not distinctly mention whal these are), the 
penalty prescribed in the Article in question 
will be commuted by two depress, in accard: 
ance with Articles 89 and 90 of the Criminal

together failed, even inonetary compensation 
for the imprisonment suffered being rejected 
as a solatium while Mr, Ruegenberg remained 
alive.”
